Col. Bogers of the Market Record, one of 
tho most reliable crop statisticians in the 
northwest: 
The m aturing grain in the spring wheat 
sections has progrossed enough toward 
m aturity so that it is possible to form 
something like a fair estimate of yield. 
That it will amount to more than was 
commonly figured a few weeks ago there 
is not the least doubt. The greatest trouble 
is in arriving at approxim ations of acre­ 
age that are below average and above 
average. It will lie about fair to offset tho 
increase in acreage 
with

plowed up and the amount not plowed up 
but which will lie cut, leaving the acreage 
about tho samo as last year, 
lf Minnesota

The most successful under­

The Flim Flam racket is a change con 
fusion, worked many times by two in­ 
dividuals in the cigar stores of a city, and 
is a very ingenious method.”. 
Besides these, there are hundreds of 
other schemes devised by theee men 
whose profession is to swindle the peo­ 
ple oat of their hard earned money. 
Many of tbe shows do all in their power 
to rid themselves and others of these in­ 
dividuals, but they follow them up with 
a persistency that cannot be prevented.

Not Necessary. 


Discovery of a New and Infallible Method 
of Id en tification . 
Two men of science in two different 
countries—Mr. Francis Galton in England, 
and M. Bertillon in Franco—have lately 
I recommended a means of identification 
which policemen and detectives with all 
their ingenuity, seem never to have em­ 
ployed. 
These gentlemen have observed 
that tho human thumb, dipped in ink, in 
blood, in bla< k lead, or in any other loose, 
adhering substance, and placed upon a 
dieot of pai>er, leaves a mark which is per­ 
fectly characteristic of the individual. 
Mr. Galton has remarked that no two 
persons’ thumbs mako the same m ark; tho 
lines and depressions in tho skin, which 
make a series of wave lines when pressed 
upon paper, are nover the same in two 
different individuals. 
It is urged, says the New York Press, 
that this fact would be of very great value 
in tne administration of justice, because a 
« rim inal’s thumb mark would be a suro 
means of identifying him, no m atter what 
disguise he m ight assume. 
If a business man wishes to make use of 
a signature which it is quite impossible to 
forgo cr counterfeit he has only to dip ho 
thum b in his ink bottle and mako a mark 
with it in c inneciion with his written 
name. 
No other thumb will mako this 
samo 
mark, and it 
would bo practi­ 
cally impossible for any one to im itate 
this new kind of “autograph” with a pen 
or other mechanical means. 
“ In testimony whereof I hereunto set 
my hand and thum b,” tho new form of 
subscription may, somo timo in the future, 
run, the seal]havlng by th at time perhaps 
completely gone out of use, as it has now 
except, on official documents and with 
fashionable letter writeis. 
The experiment with the thum b mark 
may bo made b\Vany one w ho will take a 
knife blade, hold it over a lam p until it 
is black as smoke, allow it to cool, apply 
the thumb to the black surface, and then 
press it lightly upon a slightly sticky bit 
of paper, such as the back of a postage 
stamp. 
Examined with a magnifying glass, tho 
difference in tho thumb marks of different 
individuals come out very strongly. 
According to Mr. Galton thumbs run in 
family groups, dividing themselves, as it 
were, into seven or tight distinct types or 
grand divisions; but w ithin these divisions 
tho differences aro so marked as to leave 
no chanco for confusion.
